(Oneg a Week} 7] 
Most, of our readers are aware that there 
ward two principal method of. organizing 
disciplined soldiera in-ancient times.’ These 
-ayatema word known by the name of.“ Pha-’ 
lony among tho Greeks, “and . “ Legion” 
among the .Romansy-names “foriliar as 
household words at the present day. One. or 
both of these fumous “formations figured 
oonspicnously jn. most of the great ‘batilos of 
classical times: The phalang, it is said, con- 
tained, in ita most perfect form, about hixtesn ; 
thousand men; But it is probnble that it 
rarely reached this degree of strength. The 
word phalanx is. not always used with strict 
accuracy; bué the ordinary meaning’ of the 
word is that arcay or order of battle in which 
the Greeks, and especially tha Mg€cdonian 
-. commanders, worse wont to draw up: their 
heavy-armed infhntry. It is. dercribed by 
**Polybius as a regular battalion or formation 
of pikemen; with a front of five hundrad-men, 
and sixteen ranks -in depth, “amounting fo 
eight thousand men, They were placed ‘so 
near to cach other that the pikes of the fifth 
rank extended beyond the: men in the front 
rink, They seem to have formed a compiict 
mass, -formidable inthe extreme, by their 
mutual reliance, proximity, and discipline, for 
attuck and~ defence. Thera were various 
modifications ‘of the phalanx.’ Thus, thero 
was a broad phalanx; the’ narrow-fronted 
phalanx, or colunm,; the donble-fronted and 
the half-moon pholant, Sueh'variety of form 
clearly shows‘ that the Greek militury or- 
gonization must have been carried to a very 
_ high pitch of excellence, The key. to this 
species of formation is to be found in. tho 
favourite weapon of the Grecian armies, In 
the beat days of Greok discipline, that 
weapon was the long spear or pike, which 
was gradually lengthened, utitil, in the 
armies of Alexander, we are told that it at- 
-tained the enormous, length of twenty-four 
feet. The soldier could not, of course, - dis- 
charge it from his hand; he held.it firmly, 
and rested it where he could. He was aleo 
armed with asword; but he was wont to 
rely upon that weapon only when the pha-
